Police have contacted 
homeless shelters in both 
Edmonton and Calgary, 
with no sign of the missing 
woman. 

Scared, seeking help, 
Walters could have set her 
sights on Calgary, home to 
one of her sisters. 

Since the accident, Wal¬ 
ters has fled multiple 
times, her daughter said. 

“She would say she’s 
‘heading out of town.’ But 
she didn’t know why, or 
where,” Walters-Firnesz 
said. “Past behaviour pre¬ 
dicts future behaviour.” 

Relatives have contacted 
RCMP detachments in 
communities of all sizes. 
Her face plasters bus shel¬ 
ters and massive billboards 
in Saskatchewan. 

A Faceboolc site with 
over 10,000 members has 
been created in an effort to 
locate her. Over 72,000 
posters have been distrib¬ 
uted, Walters-Firnesz said, 
adding truckers have blan¬ 
keted routes on major 
roads through Alberta. 

“We need, need the pub¬ 
lic’s help because we can’t 
do this by ourselves,” Wal¬ 
ters-Firnesz said. “It’s big¬ 
ger than all of us.” 
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Six weeks after a mentally 
ill Regina woman 
disappeared, relatives are 
pleading 
with 
western 
neighbours 
to bring her 
home. 

“She 

could have I 
gone that 
way — all Carlene

right now,” Ryland Wal¬ 
ters-Firnesz said in a public 
plea to help recover her 
missing mother. 

Though Carlene Walters 
didn’t retain any lasting 
physical effects from a car 
crash in September, the 53- 
year-old was never the 
same, relatives say. She be¬ 
came anxious, depressed, 
and couldn’t sleep. Within 
a few months, she was hos¬ 
pitalized multiple times 
and required round-the- 
clock supervision. 

Severe social phobia 
turned looming medical 
appointments terrifying, 
Walters-Firnesz said. She’s 
certain an afternoon visit 
to the doctor on Dec. 30 
was reason enough for her 
mother to flee.

Man gets life sentence for shooting of Gordon Mills in 1992

Justice has finally been 
served in the murder of an 
Edmonton man gunned 
down 18 years ago. 

Michael Joseph Des- 
marais, 52, was sentenced 
to life in prison with no 
chance of parole for 11 
years on Friday, after he 
pleaded guilty to second-de¬ 
gree murder in the death of 
44-year-old Gordon Mills. 


Mills ventured out on a 
sightseeing trip through the 
Rockies in July 1992, telling 
family he’d be gone a few 
days. His body was found at 
a historical site east of the 
Crowsnest Pass in August of 
that year. 

An investigation revealed 
his credit card had been 
stolen and used in 
Saskatchewan and then the 
United States. 

During the same period, 
American authorities arrest¬ 
ed Desmarais for murder in 


North Carolina, after an eld¬ 
erly man was discovered 
shot dead and robbed at a 
highway rest stop in North 
Dakota. 

Desmarais was driving 
Mills’ vehicle at the time of 
the arrest. 

He was convicted of 
William Menz’s murder and 
sentenced to 20 years in 
prison. 

Mounties interviewed 
Desmarais twice during his 
incarceration about Mills’ 
death, though he refused to 


talk. 

In November 2007, three 
RCMP officers travelled to 
Oregon, where Desmarais 
admitted he shot the Ed¬ 
monton man to death. 

After he finished his sen¬ 
tence in June, he was imme¬ 
diately deported to Canada 
to face a new set of murder 
charges. 

“He was the primary sus¬ 
pect. We were biding our 
time,” Crowsnest Pass 
RCMP Sgt. Scott Howard 
said.

The high court ruled last 
month the government vio¬ 
lated Khadr’s constitutional 
rights by questioning him 
in U.S. custody.

Khadr, bom in 
Toronto and now 
23, is the last West¬ 
ern national in the 
U.S. military prison at the 
tip of Cuba.

Making snow while

games Hallelujah, praise 
the weather deities. 
They’re making snow on 
Cypress Mountain. 

Temperatures dipped be¬ 
low zero overnight Tues¬ 
day, allowing the team 
that maintains the melting 
special child venue of the 
Vancouver Olympics to fire 
up the snow guns for the 
first time since before the 
Games started. 

They are making contin¬ 
gency snow — as much of 
it as possible and for as 
long as the gods smile. And 
it sounds like they might 
need it. 

The weather forecast for 
a stretch into early next 
week calls for warm days 
— in the mid-to-high sin¬ 
gle digits — and nights 


dipping just below zero in 
the mountains surround¬ 
ing Vancouver. 

OK weather for making 
snow, great weather for 
melting it. 

It’s thanks to a high pres¬ 
sure system that’s moving 
into the area, creating 
what’s known as an inver¬ 
sion. 

With the high pressure, 
we’ve got warming aloft. 
So it’s an interesting situa¬ 
tion where some of the 
higher elevations are going 
to have temperatures that 
exceed those in the lower 
locations,” says Ross Klock, 
a meteorologist with Envi¬ 
ronment Canada. 

The system is expected 
to last until about next 
Tuesday, after which more 
seasonal temperatures for 
this time of year could set 
in. But that’s nearly a week 
away.

Premiers head to U.S. 


Seven Canadian premiers 
descend upon the U.S. cap¬ 
ital this week for the win¬ 
ter meeting of the influen¬ 
tial National Governors 
Association, where theyTl 
sit down with their state¬ 
side counterparts and 
some key members of 
President Barack Obama's 
cabinet. 

The premiers of Ontario,

ment. A meeting Friday 
with Lisa Jackson, head of 
the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency, could prove 
fruitful. With greenhouse 
gas legislation stalled in 
Congress following the De¬ 
mocrats’ recent loss of 
their filibuster-proof ma¬ 
jority in the U.S. Senate, 
the EPA is threatening to 
regulate carbon emissions.

One poster took up a col-

our friend we’d never met.

On Valentine’s Day, I 
lost an old dog who was 
sort of mine. Courtesy of 
the jury-rigged terms of a 
family split, he spent his 
weekends with us, leaving 
the suburbs for a down¬ 
town apartment. (I wrote a 


eulogy for a friend’s dog 
last summer in this col¬ 
umn, and I promise not to 
make a habit of canine 
obits, but please bear with 
me.) 

It’s funny how these im¬ 
provised arrangements 
over the years can enter 
the very warp and, uh, 
woof of one’s life. New 
routines and rhythms 
emerge, and they soon feel 
like they’ve always been 
there. The apartment is 
too quiet now, and the 
leash lies on a chair, never 
again to promise a walk 
and elicit frantic jumps 
with its jingle. 

There was no funeral, 
just sad practicalities. I 
wrapped him in a bed- 
sheet and carried him to 
the car and the animal 
hospital, honoured to be 
his pallbearer. 

The rituals may change, 
but goodbye never does.

Teens and the F-word: What's next for feminism? 



This past weekend, I led a 
workshop on online jour¬ 
nalism as part of Shameless 
Magazine’s Wire, a series 
that teaches high school 
girls the fundamentals of 
journalism. I learned what 
exactly it is teens do on the 
Internet (lots of Faceboolc, it 
turns out) and met some 
probable future feminists. 

As an exercise, the dozen 
or so participants created a 
group blog — and in the en¬ 
tries I found some glimpses 
into the minds of 16-year- 
olds: The sexist origins of 
Barbie (originally a sex toy 
for men, not a plaything for 
girls); why Valentine’s Day 


sucks (who needs to be one- 
half of a lovesick pair of 
puppies?); and the addictive 
qualities of Faceboolc (a 
Petri dish for

journalism. Attending this 
workshop, perhaps, was an 
assertion of who they were 
and want to be. 

Allison Martell, the or¬ 
ganizer of Shameless Wire, 
told me that most of the 
girls never used the F-word, 
but noted that even if not in 
name, their opinions often 
overlapped with basic femi¬ 


nist concepts. 

It got me thinking: These 
girls are already question¬ 
ing how Barbies, relation- 
ships and our 
online identi¬ 
ties define 
them — yet 
they didn’t 
need to use 
feminist as a 
title. 

Feminism 
can be 

tracked in 
waves: The 


first was suffrage; the sec¬ 
ond was liberation of the 
housewife; the third is the 
intersection of gender with 
race, sexuality and socioeco¬ 
nomics. The fourth wave 
doesn’t yet exist, but al¬ 
ready the principles of the 
former waves are infused 
within women’s psyches — 
so what’s next? 

As blogger Jessica Valenti 
predicted in a New York 
Times interview, the next 


wave is online activism. 
And about women’s roles, 
rights and responsibilities. 
The Internet is information 
democracy — blogs upon 
blogs upon Twitter feeds 
connect people talking 
about global, social, cultural 
and personal politics. Indi¬ 
vidualism and opinion, so 
celebrated these days, can 
refashion feminism (and 
other political activism) as 
an inclusive belief, not a 
rarified academic pursuit. If 
people don’t like what they 
see, they can add to the con¬ 
versation. 

To the girls I met, the usu¬ 
al talking points about ca¬ 
reers and working mothers 
are a given, not an option. 

They’ve moved into post- 
“feminism,” as it’s still de¬ 
fined, and it’s time for femi¬ 
nists to as well.

King Tut 'more fascinating' 
for sick image: Historians 


It turns out Egypt’s 
beloved boy-king wasn’t so 
golden after all. 

But will research show¬ 
ing King Tut was actually a 
hobbled, weak teen with a 
cleft palate and club 
foot kill enthusi¬ 
asm for a mum¬ 
my that has fas¬ 
cinated the 

world for 

nearly a cen- 
tuiy? 

Not likely 
historians 
say, even 
though the 
revelations 
hardly fit the 
popular cul¬ 
ture depiction of 
a robust, exotically 
handsome young pharaoh. 

“This is one sick kid,” 
Egyptologist Emily Teeter, 
assistant curator at the 
University of Chicago’s Ori¬ 
ental Institute, said after 
learning of the research. It 
shows that, based on DNA 
tests and CT scans, Tut had 
a genetic bone disease and 
malaria, which, combined 
with a severe broken leg, 
could have been what 
killed him about 3,300 


years ago at age 19. 

The results appear in 
yesterday’s Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. They further dispel 
the more romantic and 
popular theories 
about what did 
him in, like be¬ 
ing murdered by 
a sneaky palace 
foe. 

The find¬ 
ings stem 
from the 
most rigorous 
research yet 
on a mummy 
that has fasci¬ 
nated the 
world ever since 
his largely intact, 
treasure-filled tomb was 
found nearly 90 years ago. 

But historians say the 
new evidence will likely 
only intensify public inter¬ 
est in King Tutankhamun 
because it brings the boy 
ruler down to Earth.

France tries to make amends in Haiti 

Former colonizers offer $ 400 M in aid, forgive debt as Sarkozy visits Port-au-Prince

Haiti Eight American mis¬ 
sionaries charged with 
child kidnapping have been 
freed from a Haitian jail. 
The group, looking bedrag¬ 
gled and sweat-soalced, 
walked out of the Haitian 
jail just after dusk 
yesterday. Escorted by U.S. 
diplomats, they were taken 
to an American field hospi¬ 
tal inside the airport. Once 
they were inside a transport 
vehicle they flashed smiles 
and gave a thumbs up. 
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Nicolas Sarkozy promised 
$400 million US in aid for 
quake-stricken Haiti 
yesterday as he made the 
first visit ever by a French 
president to what was 
once his nation’s richest 
colony. 

“I want only to say to the 
Haitian people, ‘You are not 
alone,”’ Sarkozy said at a 
news conference on the 
grounds of Haiti’s National 
Palace, one of many govern¬ 
ment buildings shattered by 
the Jan. 12 earthquake. 

Some Haitians see 
France’s renewed interest 
in their nation as a counter¬ 
balance to the U.S., which 
has sent troops there three 
times in the past 16 years. 
But Sarkozy’s visit is also re¬ 
viving bitter memories of 
the crippling costs of Haiti’s 
1804 independence.

A third of the population 
was killed in an uprising 
against exceptionally brutal 
slavery, an international 
embargo was imposed to 
deter slave revolts else¬ 
where and 90 million pieces 
of gold were demanded by 
Paris from the world’s first 
black republic.

Some people handed out 
fliers in the streets protest¬ 
ing Sarkozy’s visit and 
blaming France for enslav¬ 
ing Haiti. 

Sarkozy acknowledged

know well the story of our 
countries on the question of 
debt.” 

With an eye on that old 
grievance, France has al¬ 
ready said it was cancelling

The aid pack¬ 
age also will include recon¬ 
struction money, emer¬ 
gency aid and $40 million 
in support for the Haitian 
government’s budget.

-he notion of a ski 

chalet can be kind 
of silly for those of 
us who live in hill- 
challenged places, 
let alone anywhere remote¬ 
ly mountainous. 


But still, we try. Some of 
us are actually people who 
love the winter, who physi¬ 
cally engage in winter, and 
who enjoy the look of snow 
and ice sparkling in the 
trees on a frigid, sunny day. 

I know some of you are 
thinking you’d rather be on 
a beach. Not a bad idea ei¬ 
ther, but still, I’ve always 
had a soft spot for the idea 
of a chalet — a cosy place 
for drinks with friends, fire¬ 
light and stomach-warming 
cheese fondues, apres ski. 

If you’re a winter-lover 


and you do end up with a 
chalet (you never know) — 
do one thing for me: Don’t 
attempt the faux Swiss 
look. The thing about a 
chalet is that it should 
launch you into the great 
wintery outdoors in your 
own locality, and guess 
what? You don’t live in 
Switzerland. 

Instead, use local materi¬ 
als to make the connection 
to the environment just 
outside your window, such 
as stone for the fireplace, 
and local wood for pan¬ 


elling. That way, it looks as 
if it belongs. 

Keep the look light and 
airy, and avoid fussy or for¬ 
mal finishes. Use muted 
tones or white on the wall. 
Avoid too much dark or vi¬ 
brant colour, or bright, 
shiny finishes. Remember a 
chalet should be simple and 
casual, a place to focus on 
relaxation and the great 
outdoors. 

Rustic wood (usually 
cedar or pine) on the walls 
has traditionally been used 
to give a “chalet feel”. To 


avoid a dated look, try using 
it horizontally as wainscot¬ 
ing, or panel the ceiling. Ex¬ 
posed wooden ceiling or 
support beams in natural 
wood continue to look 
great. 

Casual wooden furniture 
and cabinets in natural, 
lightly stained or white¬ 
washed wood is a good 
choice. Weathered barn- 
board can look sharp when 
combined with other natu¬ 
ral finishes such as non-pol- 
ished limestone, slate or 
soapstone. 


Chalet tips 


• A large front closet or 
storeroom with plenty of 
hooks to dry out and store all 
things recreational is a must 
to avoid messy clutter in the 
front hall. 

• If you plan to entertain a 
lot, extra sleeping space and 
a bathroom for guests is 
handy, as well as a kitchen 
with plenty of counter space. 

• A large and well-appointed 
bathroom is one feature that 
is always appreciated. A 
Jacuzzi tub or a sauna to help 
work out aches and pains af¬ 
ter a day on the slopes is lux¬ 
ury. If you splurge anywhere, 
it should be here. 

• Big picture windows (fac¬ 
ing south, preferably) allow 
you to appreciate the winter 
wonderland.

Think it through 

You may be feeling in¬ 
spired to jump into proj¬ 
ects right away, but these 
designers recommend 
taking time to think and 
plan. 

Burnham suggests 
spending a weekend leaf¬ 
ing through design maga¬ 
zines. Tear out photos of 
things you love, creating a 
stack of tearsheets that 
show what you really 
want your space to look 
like. “Any of your rooms 
can look like any of those 
rooms,” Burnham says, if 
you take the time to de¬ 
termine what you like 
and how to make it hap¬ 
pen on your budget. 

Flynn recommends 
searching your home for 
small spaces that aren’t 
being used well. Take a 
look at alcoves and cor¬ 
ners of rooms, then brain¬ 
storm new uses for them. 
Nayalc suggests photo¬ 
graphing each room, then 
looking at the images as if 
the home belongs to 
someone else. You’ll view 
familiar spaces different¬ 
ly, with fresh eyes, she 
says. 

Next, make a list of the 
jobs you really want to get 
to this year and deter¬ 
mine the first steps you 
need to take for each. 
Schedule those first steps 
and gather any necessary 
tools or supplies. “You 
need to mentally prepare. 


Tell yourself, ‘OK, Satur¬ 
day’s the day,’ and then 
don’t make any other 
plans,” Nayalc says.

One way to get a quick 
infusion of fresh style for 
the new year: Nayalc sug¬ 
gests painting old furni¬ 
ture and frames in new 
colours.

Outside assistance 

Spending money on 
help from a contractor or 
handyman may seem like 
a splurge, but an expert 
may be able to accom¬ 
plish in a single day proj¬ 
ects that would take you 
weeks. And a professional 
may be necessary to get 
the look you want. 

Finally, keep expecta¬ 
tions realistic. Burnham 
thinks of an ideal project 
in terms of a “triangle: 
Good, fast, cheap. I tell 
clients, pick two.

Alexander McQueen 
hanged himself in his apart¬ 
ment on the eve of his 
mother's funeral after leav¬ 
ing behind a note, a 
coroner's inquest said yes¬ 
terday in the first confirma¬ 
tion of details of the fashion 
designer's death. 

The inquest — which has 
yet to formally rule Mc¬ 
Queen’s death a suicide — 
opened as London Fashion 
Week prepared to mark the 
passing of one of British 
fashion’s brightest stars. 

Coroner’s official Lynda 
Martindill told the inquest 
at Westminster Coroners 
Court that 40-year-old Mc¬ 
Queen died from asphyxia¬ 
tion and hanging. 

Days before his body was 
found last Thursday, Mc¬ 
Queen had left several mes¬ 
sages on the social network¬ 
ing site Twitter revealing 
his grief at the death of his 
mother days earlier. 

The designer’s body was 
found in the armoire at his 
London apartment and was 
formally identified by his 
sister, Janet. 

Police detective inspector 
Paul Armstrong told the in¬ 
quest there were no suspi¬ 
cious circumstances. 

After a five-minute hear¬ 
ing, coroner Paul Knapman 
adjourned the inquest until 
April 28. McQueen’s family, 
who are now free to hold 
the designer’s funeral, is¬ 
sued a statement through 
their lawyers appealing to 
the media to respect their 
privacy. 

In Britain, inquests are 
held whenever someone 
dies violently or in unex¬ 
plained circumstances. 

McQueen’s death has cast 
a shadow over London 
Fashion Week, which 
opens Friday. A spokes¬ 
woman said the event 
would feature a tribute to 
the designer, whose atten¬ 
tion-grabbing designs 
helped re-energize British 
fashion after a fallow peri¬ 
od following the punk ex¬ 
plosion in the 1970s. 

“There will be something 
simple and tasteful,” she 
said. “The time for memori¬ 
als will be later in the year.” 

She spoke on condition 
of anonymity because or¬ 
ganizers are waiting for Mc¬ 
Queen’s family to approve 
the tribute. 

Known for his dramatic 
statement pieces and im¬ 
peccable tailoring, Mc¬ 
Queen dressed celebrities 
from Cameron Diaz to Lady 
Gaga and influenced a gen¬ 
eration of designers. 

The son of a cab driver, 
McQueen grew up on a 
public housing estate in 
London’s East End, left 
school at 16 and entered 


the fashion world the old- 
fashioned way, as a teenage 
apprentice to a Saville Row 
tailor. 

He later studied at Central 
St. Martin’s art college in 
London and was discovered 
by fashion guru Isabella 
Blow, who bought his entire 
graduation collection. She 
became a friend and men¬ 
tor; her suicide three years 
ago shook the designer, who 
wept openly at her funeral. 

McQueen was a private 
man who avoided the lime-

Actor working overtime 

Jay Baruchel stars in serial killer thriller shooting in Montreal

With four films coming 
out practically back to 
back in the next few 
months, actor Jay Baruchel 
jokingly suggests he's wor¬ 
ried about overexposure. 

“It’s been a heck of a year 
for me,” he says on the set 
of the thriller he’s shooting 
in his own Montreal neigh¬ 
bourhood. “I hope people 
don’t get sick of me.” 

Baruchel is reteaming 
with his director and pal Ja¬ 
cob Tierney from The Trot¬ 
sky, which hits theatres in 
May, for a character-driven 
feature about three people 
whose lives intersect when 
they become neighbours in 
a Montreal apartment 
building. 

The film has the working 
title Notre Dame de Grace, 
named for the west-end 
Montreal district where 
Baruchel grew up and 
which he still calls home. 

In it, three people — 
played by Baruchel, Scott 
Speedman and Emily 
Hampshire — cope with a 
serial killer who is terroriz¬ 
ing the neighbourhood. But

none of them are any seri¬ 
ous contestants for a Mr. 
Nice Guy contest either. 

“If there’s a good guy, 
I’m the good guy,” says 
Baruchel, who plays Victor, 
an elementary school 
teacher.” 

“But I can’t say I’m the 
good guy because my char¬ 
acter’s friggin’ crazy. He’s 
got his own issues. 

“But compared to the 
other two, I am the good 
guy.” 

Baruchel says that’s the 
genius of Tierney, who 
doesn’t write good guy 
characters that are 100 per 
cent good and bad guys 
who are 100 per cent bad. 

“When does that ever ex¬ 
ist in reality?” says 
Baruchel, whose list of 
credits includes Knocked 


Up and Tropic Thunder. 

“He’s created actual peo¬ 
ple and I love what he does, 
so to get the chance to in¬ 
habit another one of his 
beautiful characters is 
something that I’ll always 
jump at.” 

That’s echoed by Speed- 
man, whose character was 
crippled in a car accident 
that killed his wife and left 
him in a wheelchair. 

“He’s a bad guy,” Speed- 
man says with a smile, con¬ 
fessing it’s tough to de¬ 
scribe the character with¬ 
out giving away too much 
of the plot — but he notes 
he may not be the worst 
person in the movie. 

Playing someone con¬ 
fined to wheelchair was al¬ 
so a challenge for Speed- 
man, who is often seen in 
physical roles in action 
films like Underworld. 

“I think that’s why Jacob 
wanted me to do it, to 
make me sit still for a 
while,” he said. “It was 
challenging but not as 
much as I thought it would 
be. I got a wheelchair down 


in L.A. for three or four 
weeks and rode around in 
it in my house and got ac¬ 
climated and tried to figure 


it out.
